Human Longevity," which is tho result 
of thirty-eight years of investigation 
on his part. The book will contain an 
authentic record of a largo number ol 
people, ineu and women, who have at- 
t.'lined the age of oue hundred years 01 
more. 
The only .exception to this i.« 


the case of a mau who died at tho age 
of ninety-niae years and threo hundred 
and sixty-four days, and whom Mr. 
I'erkiiis regards as virtually a centenn- 
I'inu. Tho book will represent an iru- 
uwose amount of labor and research, 
and Its author believes that it may be 
relied on as accurate in every instanco. 


"1 have," said Mr. Perkins, in speak- 


ing of his book, "more than ten thou- 
sand instances of people who have 
lived one hundred years anil mom 
These uame.s have been gathered from 
every part of the globe. This country 
leads in longevity and Ci»unccticut ia 
at the front among the United States. 
In that Slate I have gathered statistics 
iu regard to more than six thousand 
persons who were more tliau eighty 
years of age, and of tins number 
twentv were beyond the century limit. 
As regards sex tho majority of those 
ten thousand centenarians were women 
I account 1'or thia by the fact that they 
lead less irregular lives than men. 
1 


have instances ot fifty old muids who 
coruo up to my centuiy standard, and 
only twehu bachelors. 
As reganl3 oc- 


cupation I Had that sailors, soldiers 
and farmers are (lie longest lived. 
Among the professions 1 h:tve Hie in- 
stances of one hundred ministers who 
lived to one hundred years and mon 
while I could lind only llurty do-Ui'i f. 
ten lawyers and ten actors uho caiuu 
up to the standard. 
J can find no casu 


among my ten thousand of a newspa- 
per man who has lived lobe one hun- 
dred years old.

ber of deaths tbat occurred in tbe 
nmon armies daring the war has 
hitherto been in much doubt. The 
researches made by J. W. Kirkley, 
under tbe direction of Gen. H. C. 
Dram, which have recently been pub- 
lished, are considered, however, as 
giving tbe most accurate informa- 
tion thna far obtained on Ibis point. 
The report, -which covers the perioc 
from April 15, 1861, to August 1, 
1805, shows that the aggregate cl 
deaths was 359,490, of which 9,584 
were commissioned officers, and 349,- 
912 were enlisted men. Tbe deaths 
are classified as follows 
Killed or 


died of wounds, 110,038; died of 
disease, 22-1,580 ; drowned, 4,944 
other accidental deaths, 4,114; mnr 
dered, 524; killed after capture, 100 
committed suicide, 391; executed 
207; executed by the enemy, 04 
died from sunstroke, 313; other 
known causes, 3,034; causes noi 
stated, 
12,121. 
Commenting on 


these figures, the Chicago Inter 
Ocean says : "Iu vbese figures it is 
noticed thut the death registers ol 
some of the largest prisons at the 
south in which Union soldiers were 
confined are missing, such as tbe 
prisons at AmeriouH, Atlanta, Au 
gusta, Charleston, Lynchburg, Ma 
con,

Savannah, Shroveport and Tyler 
and only partial reports are given 
from Catawba, Columbia, Florence

known that 29,498 Union soldiers 
died ;a captivity, while in many in 
stances three or four bodies of Union 
prisoners wore interred in the same 
grave or trench."
